The meeting wap called to order with Mayor Drake presiding.

Conncilman Long moved that the Minutes of the Special meeting of April 22,
1953, be amended to show the word "foreman" in place of "Superintendent", and ap-
proved as amended.

MISS OLIVIA ZAPATA, 2108 Castro, reported this sres flooded after the big
rain Tuesday night. She reported a creek in front of her house that was overflowe
ing andwashing the banks sway. The City Manager reported that this was a magor
drainage problem which would involve the County and several hundreds of thousands
of dollars. It was reported that people used this ditch for dumping. Counellman
Long suggested putting up signs along warning people there was a fine for dunping.
Councilman White héd inspected this area and he gtated he found trees and drift in
the culverts. The City Manager stated after every rain the crews had to do a lot
of clearing out.

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MR, CONRAD FATH asked the Council to condemn the ares imder recent dis-
cussicn at LaGuna Gloria for a public park, to beautify it, place a public telew
phone there, picnic tables, a fence to separate the LaGune Gloria property from
the boat ares and to construct restroom facilities. He requested that the entire
Taylor Slough ares be condemned and made into a beautiful park, and that he under-
stood that three of the five owners, were willing to give this property to the City
for a recreational park. He asked the Council to act immediately on this. He
asked that:the area at the mouth of Bee Creek be developed into a park. JUDGE
McCLENDON spoke with reference to the Resolution adopted by the Fine Arts Associa-
tion Committee, which resolution was presented to the Council the past week. MRS.
EMILY MAVERICK MILLER, menmber of the Association, did not want the City to force
itself in on the property; MISS PATRICIA CLABAUGH wanted some place where the
chiidren of Austin could go to swim and fish and stated thal Austin was on the
most beautiful lake, but it had become & private lake. MISS EEGEMAN would like to
see Austin support Art as it had music; that the Fine Arts Association had done
much to keep this estate and she did not think this historical spot should become
a boat ramp. MR, M. H. CROCKETT favored using this area for a park. MRS. D, K.
BRACE, MISS DONNA CARLSON and MRS, T, J. BEOLBROOK asked that consideration be give
for places for the bbat ramp other than at the property of LaGuna Gloria. Later o
in the meeting, the Mayor suggested that the Council ingtruct the City Mansger to
Prepare as closely as possible an estimate on the cost of acquiring the property
at Taylor Slough, the piece of property across the river at Bee Creek, and the
Stevens property; the cost of development and the amount of time involved. No ac-
tion on the Texas Fine Arts Resolution making four requests of the City, was taken
at this time but postponed until next Thurdday. Councilman Long moved that the
City Manager be instructed to meke a list of the known private organizations of
the City that are on the tax roll at one-half rate or not on at all, or given some
concessions. Thermdtion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following
vote:

Councilman Long stated she would like a list of all known private orgeniza-
tions to see where the city stands, whether or not it is carrying out the spirit
of the law and letter, and an analysis of the whole picture.

With regard to the boat ramp snd the Fime Arts Association, Councilman
White felt the Council acted too hastily, and he did not believe in taking any
body's property without giving that man a change to defend himself,

The Council noted the Memorandum from the City Attorney, dated April 28,
1953, stating the City was not liasble to the Fine Arts Association for any damages
to it or 1ts property. (On File under LEGAL DEPARTMENT)

MR, BOB IRVIN had a complaint sbout his light bill rumning $17.00 more than
his average. He stated he had talked to the Adjuster. The City Manager said he
would look into the matter. '

MR. M,H.CROCKEIT appeared protesting any change in the Zoning Ordinance addd
ing the Sixth Height and Area Distriet.
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Mr. James P. Yeates 3 Chairman of the Auditorium Committee s presented the
following.

"To the Honorable Mayor and City Council
Austin, Texas

"We, your Auditorium Advisory Committee, rempectfully wish to report as follows.

"We commend you for your action in dedicating a portion of the Butler Tract as
the site for a Municipal Auditorium.

"We likewise commend you for making funds available for this committee to secure
the advisory service of a special committee from the Internationei Association
of Auditorium Mansgers, which committee's report has previously been submitted
to you and served as a guide in the development of subsequent plans.

"Baged upon your authorization the services of the architectural firms of
Jessen, Jessen, Millhouse and Greeven and Page, Southerland and Page, have
prepared as associated architects, a preliminary municipal auditorium design
report, vhich is attached and is an integral part of your committee's report.

"We concur with the associate architects in their recommendations for the
creation of auditorium and exhibit facilities, same to be integrated with the
vresent Coliseum, as well as those additional technical details which will give
the project the maximum utility.

"It is the considered opinion of your Advisory Committee that jou and your
successors view with an open mind the proposal that the sum of $150,000 be added
to the architects minlimum recommendetions in order that better finishes and
additional equipment consistent with good management be included in the financ-
ing of the project.

"It is also our recommendation that sufficient additional funds be included in
the over-all planning to make possible the air condiftioning of the lobby and
exhibit space since the use of this space during the hot summer months will
account for probably not less than 50% of the total convention financial
benefits to be received by the community.

"It is our further recommendation that detailed studies be made for the
possible utilization of other unused portions of the Butler Tract to be used
as parking areas to serve the suditorium and exhibit space, the Coliseum, and
the Ballpark patrons, with the view of such parking epace being a self-liquidat-
~ ing project through thé use of parking meters located thereon. Due considera-
tion should be given to the possibility of parking space on the Butler Tract
providing a source of off-street parking and the removal of off-street parking
for the mein business district when the bridge now under construction is
completed, . ,

"In view of pending legislation that would have a bearing upon the possible
issuance of revenue bonds and & flexibility of special funds, it is the
considered opinion of this committee that further studies of the possible
best financing plan receive further study and recommendation at the conclusion
of the present session of the Legislature.

"Ag long ago as 191l, there appeared upon the minutes of the Austin Chamber of
Commerce a statement that "a mmilcipal swaditorium is Austin's greatest civic
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need"., The effort at that time did not get beyond the discussion stage. In
May of 1946, the electorate of Austin voted favorably upon the issuance of tax
bonds in the sum of $%00,000 with which to build, what was then considered,

an adequate auditorium, but which by subsequent increases in cost and develop-
ments, proved to be an entirely inadequate projection of our needs in this
civic realm.

"It 1s the considered opinion of the members of this committee that the civic
and business interests of Austin, recognize the need for, and tremendous
commnity asset to be achieved, through the construction of a Municipal
Auditorium and that with the evolvement of a judicious plan for finsncing same,
that this Council, or a subsequent Council, will receive maximum public epproval
and support in making an Auditorium availeble to Austin at the earliest possible
time.

WHEREAS, Southern Union Gas Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed eonstruction of its gas mains
in the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans
have heen considered by theCiiy Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Southern Union Gas Company be and the same 1s hereby permitted to
lay and comstruct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas mein in PORTER STREET, from Vargss Road
westerly 375 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 6.5 feet south of and parallel to the north
property line of sald PORTER STREET,

Said gas main described above shall have & cover of
not less than 2% feet.

(2) A gas main in LARRY IANE, from a point 243 feet
south of Clarkson Avenue northerly 199 feet, the
eneterline of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west
of and parallel to the east property line of said
LARRY LANE.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less then 2% feet.
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The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand,
and that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths mey not be required at special points. When the Southern Union
Ges Company requires definite Information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they shall
apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three {3) days before
such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further put
upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairg or re-
placement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines
naned in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mst be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavetlon in
the streets, and the restoration and maintenence of said streets after saild
malns have heen laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Mansger, and under 21l the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain
franchises granted to sald company by the City of Austin.

WHEREAS, R. P. Farnsworth & Company, Inc. is the Contractpr for the
erection of a building located at 31k West 1llth Street and desires a portion
of the sidewalk and street space sbutting Lots 1, 2, and 3, Block 13k, of
the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of
the building, such space to be used in the work and for the stroage of materials
therefor;  therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
R. P. Farnsworth & Compang, Inc., the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above de-
seribed property; thence in a westerly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of Guadalupe Street to a
point 22 feet west of the west property line; thence in
a8 southerly direction and parallel with the centerline
of Guadalupe Street 160 feet to a poink; thence in an
easterly direction and at right apngles to the centerline
of Guadalupe Street to the southwest corner of the above
described property;
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Thence in a scatherly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of West llth Street 22 feet to a point;
thence in en easterly direction snd parallel with the
centerline of West 1lth Street 138 feet to a point; thence
in a northerly direction and at right angles to the center-
line of West 11th Street to the southeast corner of the
above described proverty.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said R. P. Famnsworth & Company, Inc., hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon
the following express terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall erect and maintain continuously in good
condition during the use of saeid space hereby allotted a substantial walkway
at least 4 feet wide in the cleer on the imside and at least 8 feet high, the
same to be covered solidly on the street side with boards to a height of 4 feet
above pavement and on the building side to be covered solidly with boards to
& height of 8 feet. The top of the walkway shall be covered solidly with boards
at least 2 inches thick, which shall be supported at intervals sufficiently '
close to prevent sagging of the roofing boards. The roof of sald walkway
shall be covered with a roofing material which will prevent leaking of the
roof and provide a dry walkwey at all times. No wood strips of obstructions
of any kind shall be permitted along the pavement within the walkway, and at
any time in the dpinion of the City officials it becomes necessary for any
reason to install s board floor within the walkway, the Contractor shall upon
notice from the Building Inspector immediately place such & wood floor and
substanitally support same to prevent sagging under load.

(2). That the Comtractor is permitted to construct in his working
space a substantial gate which shall be kept closed at g&ll times when not In
use, and at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a
person at this gate to warn pedesirians and vehicles of approaching trucks.
This gate 18 not to cpen out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

(3). That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
